What the doctor is 
interested in is not so much the back- 
ache as what might have caused it. 


A backache often may be due to a 


simple strain of the tissues, or an ac- 
tual infection of the bones of the 
.spirte. There are backaches associat- 
ed with movable kidney or with in- 
fection of the kidney, but far more 
people think their backaches are due 
to their kidneys than actually is the 
case.

gallstones, or constipation may be the 
primary factor leading to regular pains 
in the back.
